LEGAL MISTAKES THAT HAVE BEEN 
MADE BY GREAT AUTHORS.

Trollope’s Dip Into the Law. 

“Legal fictions,” says one of Gilbert's 
gondoliera, “are solemn things.” Yet 
it js curious how seldom a novelist 
ventures itito ¢ law court without driv- 
ing his quill through acts of parliament 
and rules of law altke. 

That Dickens’ knowledge of law, like 
Mr. Weller’s of London, was “exten- 
sive and peculiar’ is amply demon- 
strated by the famous case of BardelB 
versus Pickwick. Students of that re- 
port may have been struck by the fact 
that neither plaintiff nor defendant ap- 
peared in the witness box. The ex- 
planation is that at that time parties 
“upon the record” were not competent 
witnesses, their interest in the case be- 
ing regarded as too strong a tempta- 
tion to, shall we say, inaccuracy. But 
had Dickens been a lawyer Mr. Winkle 
and his friends might also have been 
spared the ordeal of cross examination 
and their friends and admirers de- 
prived of many merry moments. 

In his anxiety to satirize the abuses 
of cross examination Dickens over- 
looked the Jegal rule that the counsel 
who calls a witness is not permitted to 
cross examine him at all, but, on the 
contrary, is bound by his answers; 
therefore had Serjeant Buzfuz permit- 
ted the Pickwickians to be called as 
witnesses for the plaintiff (which he 
would have known better than to do) 
their version of the words hear® 
through the door ‘on the jar’ must 
have been accepted, and at the first at- 
tempt to badger either of them it would 
have been the learned counsel for the 
plaintiff who received hfs lordship’s in- 
junction “to be careful.” s 

But all lovers of Dickens will rejoice 
at his ignorance of the rule which 
forces counsel never to call a hostile 
witness. ‘Who could bear to be depriv- 
ed of the evidence of Mr. Samuel Wel- 
ler? 

Exactly the same mistake is made by 
Anthony Trollope in his well known 
novel, “The Three Clerks.” There the 
lero, Alaric Tudor, is placed upon his 
triaf for misappropriating trust money 
and defended by that famous leader, 
Mr. Chaffanbrass of the Old Bailey. 
Tudor’s Mephistopheles, the Hon. Un- 
decimus Scott, is called, much against 
his ,will, as a witness for the defense, 
cross examined by the celebrated Chaf- 
fanbrass, forced to confess his mis- 
deeds and dismissed covered witb 
ignominy, to be subsequently expelled 
from his club—poetic justice which 
would have been defeated even by a 
chairman of quarter sessions. 

The great theoretical and practicad 
knowledge of law possessed by Charles 
Reade #avet him from’ this error, as 
from many others. Yet the famous 
trial scene in “Hard Cash” would have 
been ruthlessly deprived of its most 
dramatic moment by any judge of the 
high court. When the hapless Alfred 
Hardy, who has been wrongfully im- 
prisoned in an asylum by his wicked 
father, comes at last to establish his. 
sanity before a jury, his case is closed 
by the reading of a letter from his 
dead sister. Writing at the point of 
death, she’ solemnly denies his insanity 
and begs him to show her words to his 
accusers when she is no more. Read 
aloud by the judge himself, her letter 
reduces a crowded court to tears and 
goes far to secure her brother a trium- 
phant verdict, with heavy damages. 


“Hard Cash” is termed “a matter of ~ 


fact romance;” but, as a matter of fact 
and law, no such letter could have beep 
received in evidence. Knowing that, 
ander ordinary circumstances, sucb 
testimony would be inadmissible, 
Reade is careful to establish that the 
writer knew herself to be dying; but 
he was unaware that a “dying declara- 
tion” is only admissible in evidence 
upon a charge of murder or man- 
slaughter of the person who has made 
it, and cannot laid before the jury 
in any other case whatever. 

Numerous and entertaining are the 
trial scenes which adorn the works of 
Mrs. Henry Wood, but they hardly pro- 
fess to be strictly accurate. Let me 
point, rather, to an interesting slip on 
the part of that most careful of nov- 
elists, David Christie Murray, who 
shares to some extent the popular con- 
fusion on the subject of the law of 
bel and slander. His powerful story, 
“A Capful o’ Nails,” bas for its hero 
a working nailer, who becomes an 
agitator on behalf.of his much op- 
pressed class. In consequence of a 
speech deneuncing an unscrupulous 
employer he is prosecuted on a charge 
of criminal! libel; but, tha..<s to a faith- 
ful friend and a smart lawyer, he 
emerges triumphantly. 

No fault can be found in this case 
with the way in which the villain is 
cross examined to pieces. The diffi- 
culty is that no such prosecution could 
have been instituted at all. You may 
slander a man by defamatory speech, 
but to libel him you must “write, print 
or otherwise permanently record” your 
defamation of him, and, though slan- 
der and libel alike may expose you to 
an. action for damages, it is libet alone 
that can bring you within the grasp of 
the criminal law. 

It is difficult to uphold this distinc- 
tion. a libel is regarded as a public 
crime aswell as a private wrong be- 
cause it tends to provoke a breach of 
the peace, but one would think as 
much might be said of slander, Wtil} 
the distinction exists, and the ag- 
gressor who confines his attack to 
words may suffer in purse, but net ip 
person. .

The Way Manufacturers Conceal De- 
fects In the Casting. 
it might very natorally have been 
thought that if there was one trade 
which could be said to be free from 
trickery and faking it Was that of steel 
manufactire. The mere fact that steel 
, is synonymous with strength would 
seein to bear ont this view. 
methods are sometimes ‘adopted in the 
niaking of steel which once again illus, 
trate the saying that there are tricks 
in every trade. 

At the same time it must be admit- 
ted that some of these tricks when cam 
ried. out do not necessarily mean & 
lessening in the soundness and quality 
of the material. For instance, it some- 
times happens that in casting a piece 
of steel what is \known as a‘ “blow- 
hole” occurs. Often this is not noticed 
until the steel has been cut and trim- 
med for the required purpose, In such 
a case the hole is usually “tapped” and 
A well fitting screw inserted, the head 
of the latter being filed off so closely 
to the metal that it needs an expert 
eye to detect any unusual feature. 
This is a trick which makes no differ- 
ence In the strength of the metal and, 
consequently is quite harmless. 

Sometimes, however, a crack ap- 
pears in a piece of metal which it is 
impossible to remedy by the usual ex- 
pedients of hammering and rolling. 
The careful manufacturer’ will put the 


casting, for if such a piece of metal 
were used as a crank shaft, for in- 


strain and so bring untold disaster. 

On the other hand, the manufactur- 
er may decide that he cannot afford to 
throw the faulty casting on one side, 
and in order to cover the defect. it is 
put in the open air to rust. The weath- 
er will most likely be found to have 
filled the crack by the time the cast- 
ing is required, and.no one outside the 
foundry will have known of its exist- 
ence until perhaps it causes a vessel to 
become disabled. And, as it is almost 
impossible to tell afterward how the 
crack originated, the maker is quite 
secure from blame. 

One of the most sensational scandals 
which have agitated the engineering 
world for some years past came to 
light not long ago in connection with 
the building of a great battleship. 
After a trial trip she was found to be 
somewhat leaky, and an examination 
of some of the plates forming the side 
of the vessel revealed the startling fact 
that the rivets had been put in the 
holes cold and simply calked. 

When a ship’s plates are riveted to- 
gether, it is usual not only of course to 
drive the rivets in red hot, but also to 
calk them over with a special composi- 
tion as an extra caution against leak- 
age. In the case mentioned the build- 
er was working under contract and in 
order to save time resorted to the trick 
described. The result was that the 


| Strain on the plates quickly loosened 


the calking, and some of the rivets 
actually dropped out of the holes.— 
London Tit-Bits. 


Senate Gavel Handleless. 

It is an odd fact that the gavel used 
by the presiding officer of the senate 
has no handle, like that used by the 
speaker of the house. It is an iyory 
contrivance, modestly ornamented, of 
cylindrical shape and about four inches 
long. In wielding it the vice president 
has to hold thegavel in his hand as if 
it were a smal] hammer without a han- 
die. How the custom originated of 
providing the vice president with a 
handleless gavel is not known, though 
the oldest senate: attache cannot re-

FUTURE OF THE SOUDAN. 
Antiquities and Ruins Prove Very 


Profitable Assets. 


A recent issue of The Windsor Mag: 
azine contains a very interesting arti- 
cle on ‘‘The Future of the Soudan.” 
by Mr. John Ward, the well-known 
Egyptologist. He says: ; 

“Five hundred miles south of Khar- 
toum mission stations have been es- 
tablished under the care of the best 
sort of missionaries— those who pay 
more attention to teaching simple in- 
dustries rather than abstruse doctrine 
to the poor savages, whom noboly 
ever strove to teach before. The 
fierce Dinka, the crafty Shillonk, and 
the loyal and intelligent Iaalin, and 
many other inferior tribes, are grad- 
ually beginning to see the respectabil- 
ity ofslabor, and that if they are in- 
dustrious and cultivate more crops 
and rear more cattle than their own 
families need, they can sell and make 
money by their surplus. Their cattle 
and the 
steamers that regularly ply on their 


.Tivers will carry them and their pro- 


duce to the market towns. Thus there 
is always a British officer or a native 
head man, recognized as such by the 
Government. -Once a year or more, 
the Governor-General makés a peace- 
ful excursion up the principal rivers, 
visiting the towns and villages, and 
the inhabitants have all the right of 
petition to him or his officers — a 
contrast this to the progress of the 
Dervish chief. with his entourace of 
brutal soldiers, the sources of brib- 
ery, corruption, immorality and_ in- 
justiee,. and the infliction of everv 
cruelty possible. Added to this the 
frequent famines, owing to the thon- 
sands of. armed men and the reervits 
torn forcibly from the villages. nore 
but old women being left to til] the 
fields.

Both are now thriving cities, with 
electric tramears, fine stores, ware- 


houses, markets, and public buildines 
being constantly added to.

CATS’ WHISKERS. 
These Sensitive Organs Are a Relic of 
Jungle Days. 

It is perhaps pot generally known 
that a cat’s power of discernment, es- 
pecially at night, is due almost as 
much to his whiskers as to his eyes. 
To any one who goes to a menagerie 
and looks at the giant cats of the for- 
est—the lion and his like—the purpose 
of these vibrissae, as science names 
the hairs that project from the muzzle 
and from above the eyes, is evident 
enough. 

They are delicate organs of touch, 
wonderful mechanisms of warning. 
Each one grows from a follicle, or 
gland, nerved to exquisite sensibility. 
Its slightest contact with any obstacle 
is distinctly felt by the animal, though 
the hair itself is tough and insensible. 
Those exaggerated whiskers on the 
muzzle often project to each side of 
the animal so far that from point to 
point they stretch to just the width of 
his body. 

Imagine, now, a lion stealing through 
a jungle at night, tracking*bis prey, 
where the stir of a twig gives alarm. 
His long hairs indicate through the 
nicest nerves any object that may be 
in bis velvet path. A touch stops him 
short before pushing through some 
close thicket where the rustling leaves 
and boughs would tell aloud his pres- 
ence. Wherever his head may be 
thrust without a warning from the 
vibrissae there his body may pass 
noiselessly, and it is their aid, in con- 
junction with the soft cushions of his 
feet, that enables him to travel as si- 
lently as the snake.

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COMMONER AND KING, 


An English Description of the Joys of 
Being Hie Majesty's Guest 

The recent visit of John Burns to 
Windsor castle at the invitation of 
King Pdward was unique, inasmuch as 
the president of the local government 
board is probably the only labor repre 
sentative who has been bonored with 
av invitation ‘to dine and sleep at the 
reyal residence by the reigning sov- 
ereigh of the country. saya London Tit- 
Bits. 

It must have oee@n a curious expert- 
ence for ope who was obliged to com- 
mence the struggie for a livelihood at 
ten year of ave to be saluted by sen- 
tries as the guest of the king and to 
be relieved of even bis hand bag by a 
royal footman. ) 

Any one, however. who is invited to 
dine with their majesties is waited up- 
ov in practically the same manner as 
the king and queen would be them- 
selves. If a Jarge party from Lon- 
don are asked to spend the night at 
Windsor castie, a special train is pro- 
vided. and royal servants attend in 
order to walt upon the guests. In the 
case of Mr. Burns a special carriage 
was reserved for him, and a closed car- 
riage, drawn by a.pair of borses in 
charge of a postilion, met him at Wind- 
sor. 

While of course the ordinary rules of 
royal etiquette are observed, there if 
always an absenve of rigid formality 
when commoners dine with the king. 
His majesty acts the part of genial 
host to perfection and with his usual 
tact never fails to put his guests quite 
at ease. 

During the after dinner smoke he 
throws off all reserve and jokes and 
chats with bis guests just as an ordi- 
nary Individual. Their majesties usu 
ally retire from the company about 10 
or 11 o’clock, although that does pot 
mean that the guests must do like- 
wise. ‘They may please themselves in 
exactly the same way as if they were 
at home. That their movements are 
in nowise restricted by any form of 
etiquette is shown by the fact that 
Mr. Burns the morning following his 
visit to Windsor castle was up at 6 
and was looking round the grounds be- 
tween 7 and 8. 

Their majesties seldom breakfast 
with their guests. Sometimes they 
give their farewell greeting the previ- 
ous evening it the guest is leaving the 
following morning. Usually, however, 
both the king and queen say goodby 
to any one who has been staying at 
the castle just before the guest leaves. 


Wolves. Are .Expensive. 

Vernon Bailey of the forest reserve 
bureau at Washington, who bas been 
making an investigation of the ravages 
of wolves on the ranches of the south- 
“west, reports that in a certain part of 
‘New Mexico he learned that a moder- 
ate estimate of the stock killed by four 
wolves of which he got trace was a 
yearling. cow or a -calf every: three 
days or approximately 100 head of cat- 
tle to each wolf. “Counting all as 
calves,” says Mr. Bailey, “at the low 
rate of $10 a head, each wolf would at 
this rate cost the ranchmep $1,000 a 
year.. This estimate of $4,000 for the 
four wolves.leaves out of consideration 
the five to ten hungry offspring of each 
pair, which begig to kill stock for 
themselves in the fall and continue to 
do so as long as they live.”

Alcohol From Garbage. 


That the method of garbage disposal 
{s about to be revolutionized by the 
manufacture of denatured alcohol is 
the statement made to the common 
council of Milwaukee by Dr. W. A. 
Boyd of-Rockford, Ill. Milwaukee now 
pays $1.89 a ton for burning its gar- 
bage at a municipal plant, and Dr. Boyd 
has offered to do the work at 70 cents 
a ton and at the end of ten years give 
the city his plant. Milwaukee gets no 
return in the way of byproducts from 
burning its garbage. Dr. Boyd says he 
will get grease, fertilizer and alcohol 
from the waste. Alcohol would be the 
most important of the byproducts.

Domestics and Lady: Helps Combine 


Forces In Trade Union. 


There is a great disturbance in/th< 
drawing rooms of the good ladies ©) 
New Zealand and Australia; domesti 
servants and lady-helps have com 
bined forces in a trade union. The 
union is the first of its kind under the 
Southern Cross, and marks the latest 
development under the New Zealand 
Conciliation and Arbitration act. It 
is known as the Wellington Domestic 
Workers’ Union, and is already ask 
ing for an award. 

The domestic servants’ Charter is 
divided into provisions covering eight 
classes of work. The following are 
among the main features of the chart- 
of 

A week’s work to consist of sixty- 
sight hours’ labor, commencing each 
morning at 6.30, and cease on four 
days a week at 7.30 p. m., with three 
intervals of half an hour each for 
meals and one hour interval in the 
afternoon of each day. 

2. On Thursdays work shall cease at 
2p. m. 

8. On Sunday work to cease at 2 p. 
m., but if required the servants to 
prepare tea between 5.30 and 6.30 p. 
m. on alternate Sundays. Two hours 
to be allowed to attend church in the 
morning. 

4. On Wednesdays work to cease at 
10 p. m., with three intervals of half 
an th ak each for meals and one in- 
terval of an hour in the afternoon. 

5. Bight holidays a year to be al- 
lowed and all statutory holidays to 
be given, work done on those days to 
be paid for at the rate of Is per hour. 

6. Domestics are to be in every 
night at 10 p. m., except on Thurs- 
days, when they are to be allowed out 
till) midnight! 

7. Where uniform has to be worn, 
the mistress must supply the dress, 
caps, collars, cuffs and aprons. 

8. Well-ventilated bedrooms to be 
supplied to all servants. 

The wages demanded by the new 
‘union range from 12s 6d a week for 
nursemaids to 25s a week for house- 
keepers. The poor abused ‘‘general’”’ 
is listed at 15s a week. It will be noted 
that the scale is very much _ higher 
than the English average. 


Wages ‘“Smellers” Earn. 

There are several trades which pro- 
vide men and women with good liv- 
sings simply because they enjoy an ex- 
ceptionally keen sense of smell. Scent- 
makers, for example, need rome one 
with a very delicate sense of smell to 
aid them in mixing the ingredients of 
perfumes in proper proportions. Queen 
‘Alexandra’s favorite perfume—violet— 
costs £10 per ounce bottle, and it has 
to run the gauntlet of five professionai 
‘“smellers” before it is passed as be- 
-ing correctly blended and ready for 
‘Her Majesty’s use. 

Some ot the leading firms: of per 
fume makers pay their ‘‘smellers® 
{from £4 to £7 a week. Contractors for 
the lighting .of streets, large public 
buildings and pleasure grounds very 
often engage “smellers’’ to find es- 
‘capes of gas, | shilling being gener- 
ally paid for each escape reported 
‘Some of these men fresuently make 
over £3 in a single week, the result 
beiug that in many cases the fee hag 
been reduced to ninepence per escape 
reported.—-Londomn World

TO SAVE TIMBER WOODS. 


Old Settier’s Method ef Solving Re 
forestry Question 


The subject: of fe-forestlite cut-ovet 
land is becoming one of the most im- 


‘ portant that can be discussed in On- 


invio, and it is attracting incréasing 
attention. An Old Settler whdé has 
given this matter considerable attea- 
lion writes: For\many years past 7 
have bo@n trying to taibreen ‘on the 
authorities the fact that the question 
of re-forestry is simply a matter of 
burning all the evergreen brush and 
tops cut in the process of getting out 
logs and lumber. There have been 
two chief obstacles in the way of ac- 
eomplishing this object. The first is 
that I have neither time, eloquence 
nor literary ability to handle the most 
important subject of the day. The 
other, and the principal one, is that 
every man connected with the lum- 
ber business,. from the millionaire 
limit-owners down to the cook’s mate 
in a lumber camp, ridicules the idea. 

The fact that tens of thousands of 
acres of land. practically worthless 
for agricultural purposes, but snecial- 
ly adapted to supply the world with 
pine, hemlock and spruce, are now a 
bare and barren waste, owing to sim- 
ple negligence and greed, is of no im- 
portance whatever to these men. It 
would take two more men in every 
gang ‘of lor-makers to burn the brush 
as it was cut. This would add from 
10 to 15 per cent. to the cost of get- 
ting out loes. and what is the inter- 
ost of the next veneration, or, for that 
matter, of the present owners ten or 
twelve years hence, to an extra pres- 
ent cost of 10 per cent? 

Lumbermen Not Wholly Responsible. 

It may be quite true that the lum- 
bermen are not solely responsible. for 
the waste I have referred to. If the 
late Ontario Government. when the 
price of lumber advanced, had insist- 
ed on clean work in the woods, in- 
atead of raising the dues on ench 
thovsand of lumber, 
lars’ worth of lumber might have been 
saved. It would hardly be fair, how- 
ever, to blame either the late or the 
present Government for not doing a 
thing that thev could not be supnosed 
to know anything about. and which. 
30 far as T know. was only sdvocated 
by one man in the province. but there 
is Now an opvortunity such as may 
rot ocenr avoin. for the present Gov- 
ernment to try the experiment. 

Trv It In Algonauin Park. 

The Algonauin Park consists of a 
large block of land, now mostly in a 
state of nature, Part, or perhaps the 
whole of it may be under license, but 
the Government has power to arrange 
that. and to do so without injuriously 
affecting the right of the first holders, 
if any. 

Let the licenses be granted subiect 
to the condition that no brush shall 
be left on the vround, and give the 
enly practical and common sense sys- 
tem of re-forestrv a fair chance. 

In the merntime allow me to repeat 
for the hyndredth time, that the On- 
tario woods will re-forest themselves 
if von do not interfere with them. 
and that an additional expenditure of 
about 75 cents ner thousand feet board 
measvre in burning brush and limbs 
would do away with nine-tenths of 
the damage to forests by fire. And 
lastly, that burning the brush and 
limbs, especially of evergreen timber, 
is al] there is of the re-forestry ques- 
tion.

Even those who 
have not ha read it are by now fa- 
miliar with the outline of the i- 
tion which he has taken up, which 
has been foreshadowed by him for 
some two or three months past in 
another series of sermons, It is prac- 
tically a condensation and revision of 


, these recent sermons put together dur- 


ing a winter holiday in Cornwall. 
20,000 Copies In Ten Days. 
Even the long-expected life of Mr 
Gladstone, by a biographer so emi- 
nent as Mr. Morley cannot compare 
with it in the extent with which it 
was greeted at length in the daily 
press. The first two editions were 
sold out before publication, and the 
third and fourth have been bought 
out and sold within a week. Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall are reticent about 
the actual figures, but it is- probable 
that not less than 20,000 copies have 
now been disposed of within ten 


days. There can also be little doubt 
that it is one of those books which 


will continue to find recurring 
strata of fresh readers and run ul- 
timately into very big figures. 

“tt Is New Religion.” 

It is only the London press which 
has treated it cavalierly and some of 
the more august among the religious 
press. The Guardian and the Metho- 
dist Recorder took but scant notice 
of it. The Record called it a disap- 
pointing book. The Church Times 
says there are few pages in it which 
they can recommend. The Morning 
Post says that it is impossible to 
take Mr. Campbell’s book seriously. 
ihe Standard is contemptuous, th? 
Daily Mail and Daily Chronicle non- 
committal, and the Daily Telegraph 
concludes a rather supercilious no- 
tice by saying that the “New Theo- 
logy,”’ in fact, is not a re-statement 
of the Christian religion. “It is a 
new religion, just as much as Mrs. 
Eddy’s Christian Science. Madame 
Blavatsky’s Theosophy and Dr. Dow- 
ie’s Zionism. Mr. Campbell has writ- 
ten an exceedingly interesting book, 
which many will find stimulating and 
suggestive reading, but he has not 
demolished the Old Theology.” 

Press Divided. 

It was taken much more seriously 
by the provincial press. The more 
advanced religious press also recog- 
nize, although they do not all ap- 
Frove, the immense influence which 
this movement will acquire before 
long. The Christian Commonwealth, 
which prints Mr. Campbell’s sermons 
weekly and may almost be considered 
his organ in the press, is enthusiastic 
in its welcome. The Christian World 
Sacrifices to it every other topic, and, 
though not in sympathy with his 
views, recognizes both the force of 
his appeal to the growing neglect of 
religion and his sincerity. 

Of course he is anathema to the or- 
thodox of every sect.
